/ OZGzWWPW| peparations foꝛ Our tuſt defence againſt Our Potent enemies, who 
haue ſtrongly combined themſelues againſt Us and Our friends and Allyes, and theretoze re⸗ 
quirtng their chearefull and ſpeedy aide in a caſe of ſuth infinite unpoztance: Wee, hauing ſe- 
riouſiyweighed theſe things with all the due circumſtances thereof, knowing that delay in 
matters of this quality and conlequente might deſtroy the woꝛke, and that the oppoztunitie of 
time once loſt ts (rrecouerable, haue therefoze determined to ſtay the execution and ſending foꝛth 
of thoſe Letters and alſo of the pꝛiuy Seales,ercept to Strangers only,and wholly to rely vpon 
the lone of Dur people in Parliament, and not to deferre their —— fo2 this, oz any other 
occaſion, beyond the ſaid firſt day foꝛ that purpoſe appointed, And becaule there may be no mil⸗ 
taking oꝛ miſunderſtanding of Us, oꝛ of Our reſolutions herein, Mee haue t tit, by the 
aduite of Our Pꝛiuie Councell by this Our Royall Pꝛotcla mation to publiſh the fame, hereby 
requiring the members of both the Houſes ol Patkament, who are to be the great Councell of 
Vs and Our Kingdome, not to falle of thetr attendance vpon the ſaid ſeuenteenth day of March 
nowꝛ next enſaing, leſt being miſled by rumoꝛs of Pꝛoꝛoguing of the Parliament vnto a further 
dap, oꝛ fo: any other ct, the publike ſeruite of the Kingdome, wherein Wee and Our people 
haue ſo great an intereſt , might ſuffer by their neglect,
